eziht in the bland. 
The character of the treaty for the 
permanent settlement of the question 
has not yet been determined, nor will it 
be until after a conference between the 
representatives of the throe powers 
It 
has not yet lieen determined whether 
tiiis conference shall 
take place in 
Washington, Berliu or London. 
All 
that can be said about the matter is, 
that the three powers are considering 
the joint report of their commissioners 
and will make that report the basis of 
the plan which will be presented to the 
proposed confeience. 
It is understood that tho three gov­ 
ernments are giving serious considera­ 
tion to the advisability of the partition­ 
ing of the Island*. 
Germany is not op­ 
posed to such a plan, declaring that its 
adoption will be 
the only effectual 
means of settling a troublesome ques­ 
tion, bat she wants the island of Upoln, 
giving Tutuila, upon which Pago Dago 
harbor is located, to the United States 
and Havaii to the English. 
Such a 
method of partitioning will lie objected 
to by Great Britain, as Upolu is the 
most important island of the group, 
Apia, the capital, being located thereon. 
In the coming conference undoubtedly 
consideration will be given to the sug­ 
gestion of partitioning the islands.

Kinley will, it is understood, devote 
considerable attention in his forthcom ­ 
ing annual message to another execu­ 
tive branch of the governm ent w ith a 
cabinet oflicer at its head, to have 
charge of interstate and foreign com- 
merc *, It seems to be pretty well settled 
th at a recommendation will be for a 
new departm ent of commerce, bnt its
